his wife, Mary, with a ten inch butcher 
knife in their flat at 3552 Wilton ave- 
nue, Louis B. Endres, 63 years old, next 
door neighbor, fell dead from a heari 
attack brought on by the excitement 
of the tragedy. 

Kaufman, a janitor, seized the knife 
as his wife stood washing the dinner 
dishes in their flat.

Mrs. Kaufman, mortally wounded, 
ran screaming to the home of a neigh- 
bor.

Husband Near Death. 


Mrs. Kaufman died shortly after the 
tragedy. Kaufman, at the American 
hospital, was pronounced in a serious 
condition and likely to die.

it was enjoined from continuing cer- 
tain flegal practices. . 

He explained he had not sought to 
-compel the commission to turn over 
evidence obtained by it because he did 
not want to take a chance of jeopar- 
dizing the government's case against 
the ocmpany, in the event one was 
warranted. ‘ 

Prosecution of the tnvestigation, he 
added, has been along the lines laid 
down by Harlan F. Stone, just before 
he resigned as attorney general to be- 
come an associate justice of the Su- 
preme court. 

Agents were sent to the trade com- 
mission. to obtain what evidence was 
available there, he continued, then they 
went into the field and. finally they 
visited the Aluminum company’s of- 
fices to examine records. 


Fail to Support Charge. 

In this connection he read a long re- 
port by Examiner Dunn, submitted 
Aug. i0, 1925, in which it was held 
that insufficient evidence had been ob- 
tained to support the charge that the 
company had violated the decree.

THE PACIFIST ATTACK

Pacifism remains with us. Not the sort of paci- 
fism to which every normally constituted human 
being can subscribe, but Pacifism with a capital 
letter—organized and bent on making this country 
forget all the hardly won lessons of the world war, 
replacing this bitter knowledge with dream stuff 
about a day when soft voices shall settle all dis 
putes on a basis of brotherly love and mutual 
understanding. 

In Evanston, where some nine hundred young 
churchmen and church¥omen met in an inter- 
denominational conference to give voice to the 
puzzlement of youth over life, which is as old as 
youth itself, 181 student delegates declared that 
in the event of another war they would refuse to 
take any part. Another 215 young people said they 
were not certain whether or not they would par 
ticipate in a war. Only 65 out of the 461 delegates 
who expressed their views admitted a willingness 
to take up arms should they be called to their 
country’s defense. 

The conference adopted almost unanimously a 
resolution calling upon the churéh to excommuni- 
cate war, urging the abolition of military training 
in schools and colleges, denouncing the proposal 
now in congress for a law imposing universal con- 
scription in case of war, and advocating immediate | 
ratification by the United States of the world court 
protocol and entry into the league of nations. 

While .thege young people were finding an antt- 
dote for béwilderment in resolutions, Maj. F L. 
Beals, supefvisor of the R. O. T. C. in Chicago 
high schools, was publishing a warning against | 
just such pacifist propaganda and calling on all | 
advocates of preparedness to stem the attack being :

In the Philippine islands, an American 
territorial possession, there are 64,000 square miles of 
virgin soil awaiting development. Much of this soil 
represents potential rubber plantations of the highest 
grade, equal, according to experts, to any in the 
world. Our department of commerce states that 
these islands can be counted upon to. produce 70,000 
tons annually. 

But thus far capital has deliberately avoided these . ;

“In the Philippines,” said Mr. Firestone, “ three 
engineers whom I sent out to make a survey reported 
that, although the soil and climatic conditions were 
good, the land laws made the development inadvis- 
able.”

It is clear that leprosy 
is not a very dangerous disease now, 
however catching it may have been at 
one time in history. 

Another of these statements was that 
leprosy could be rather easily brought 
under control. In the sixteenth century 
England, France, Italy, Spain, Denmark 
and: Switzerland built leprosy sanitaria 
and by so doing virtually got rid of all 


their leprosy. Almost the only focus left . 


in Europe at the beginning of this cen- 
tury was in the Scandinavian countries. 
Norway built five leprosy sanitaria a 
few years ago, They got all their lepers 
in them. Late information is that leprosy 
has so decreased that only two of these 
institutions are now needed, and in about 
twenty years the disease will be elimi- 
nated in Norway.

The average dura- 
tion of a case of fatal consumption is 
two years; of a case of leprosy, seven 
years.

Chicago, Jan. 3.—1 note with interest 
Mr. Sims’ letter regarding pedestrians’ 
failure to cross streets at intersections 
and on police whistle signak Evidently 
Mr. Sims considers this to be the cause 
of the enormous auto death list in Chi- 
cago. This is not true. Statistics. show 
that Chicago’s loop district is the most 
safe place in the city. Due to the excel- 
lent work of Chicago’s traffic police the 
loop. streets and protected crossings in 
other districts show a very low accident 
rate. The great danger spots are in the 
residential districts on streets where 
traffic is light. 

Pedestrian deaths are not due to pedes- 
trians taking a chance in crossing in 
heavy traffic but is due to failure to hear 
or see the speeding car. Autos parked 
near street intersections obscure the view 
of both motorist and pedestrian, with 
the result that the pedestrian steps di- 
rectly in the path of the speeding car. 
Autos driven quickly and silently around 
corners make street intersections death 
traps. Pedestrians would be more in- 
clined to cross at street intersections if 
autoists would respect their rights at the 
crossings. 

With on exception—the ordinance for- 
bidding an auto pass a street car taking 
on or discharging passengers, which was 
passed at the request of the street car 
lines—there is no regulation for the pro-

Five of these skeletons were discov- 
ered in the barracks grounds at Doebe- 
ritz today when the police began 
searching for the remains of men re

Billeted on Baron’s Estate. 

The evidence so far obtained proves 
that a company of the secret organiza- 
tion was billeted on the estate of 
Baron Bredow, a former Prussian of- 
ficer, near Doeberitz, a suburb of Ber- 
lin, in 1923. The members, who were 
organized to restore Kaiserism in Ger- 
many, received word that the police 
were preparing to raid them. They 
murdered comrades suspected of hav- 
ing betrayed them to the police.

PANAMA, Jan. 9.— Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam Lassiter, commanding the Pana- 
ma canal department of the United 
States army, who it is understood is 
being considered to replace Gen. Per- 
shing as the American delegate on the 
Tacna-Arica plebiscitary commission, 
in an interview here today stated: 

“I have no official information re- 
garding the appointment, but in case I 
am selected I am ready to perform 
the duty.

at Cristobal this afternoon. The Canal 
Zone authorities furnished a special 
railroad car to carry him across the 
isthmus.

Production, they announce, 
will be kept as close as possible to ac- 
tual sales—there will be no anticipat- 
ing a selling market, although one will 
be expected. Ability to produce vol- 
ume in quick time has made the mak- 
ing and storing of cars a thing of the 


past. 


Here are some pointed paragraphs by 
prominent producers on the outlook 
for 1926: 

John Willys, president Willys-Over 
land: “I believe we shall look back 
upon the years 1925 and 1926 as the 
beginning of a golden era of prosper- 
ity. The industry is in a healthier, 
sounder condition today than at any 
time in its history.” , 

H. H. Bassett, president Buick: “ As 
to establishing a new production rec- 
ord in 1926, I do not think it probable.

Detroit’s 265th annual automobile 
show, only two weeks away, promises 
to be one of the real banner exposi- 
tions of the industry. Exhibits will 
be greater than ever before, and many 
novel exhibitions will increase the at- 
tractiveness of the show. 


After Mad Drivers. 


Fighting the madcap speed of Paris 
taxis, the municipal authorities are 
now honeymooning the city with speed 
traps, and the one time carefree driver, 
unhampered by any speed regulations, 
is being slowly but surely forced to 
recognize that the streets of Paris are 
not as country boulevards. Fifty new 
speed indicators are befng used by the 
police, with special vigilance employed 
at night, and last month about 2,000 
drivers\were caught in the enmeshing 
net. 

Figures of automobile accidents for 
the first eix months of 1925 indicate 
the reasons for the new campaign of 
the police. According to the ministry 
of the interior 779 persons in France 
were in this period, of which 269 
were or occupants of cars and 
644 pedestrians. For 1924 the statis- 
tics show 1,584 deaths, with 484 drivers 
and 1,142 estrians. 


New Travel Record. 


A total of 32,648 motor vehicles, car- 


rying 118,747 persons, entered the 


Rocky Mountain National park. in 
the Colorado sockies this season,. re 
ports the Denver tourist bureau. This 
represents an increase of more than 32 
per cent over last year, when the 
number. of automobiles entering the 
park was 24,070. 

The Overland park municipyl camp 
ground in Denver was used by 49,164 
motorists, representing every state in 
the Union. This was also an increase, 
as the 1924 record was 45,034 visitors.

Crowded Out by 
_Low Import T ax

Mellon for Way Out 
of Difficulty.

RUCK growers in the United 
States who have been producing 
: thousands of acres of small 

onions to be pickled are about to 
ee driven almost entirely out of this 
business as a result of inadequate tar- 
iff protection against foreign competi- 


standards of living. Gardeners in the 
Chicago trucking territory, the local 
manufacturer or processors, and onion 
dealers are the ones most seriously af- 
fected. Within a few miles of Chicago 
the bulk of the pickle onion crop of the 
whole country is raised. 

. Growers and onion dealers presented 
their case to Andrew A. Mellon, sec- 
retary of the United States treasury, 
who recently asked for an appeal to 
the Court of Customs Appeals for 
relief followjng a decision of the board 
of general appraisers which would ad- 
mit pickled onions into this country 
under the classification of raw onions 
at a duty of 1 cent a pound, instead of 
a duty of 35 per cent of the foreign 
valuation. This was favored by east- 
lern importers. 

Why Acreage Was Reduced. 


Under this new ruling a 280 pound 
cask of pickled onions would come 
| into this country at 1 cent 4 pound, or

There seems to be a tendency on the 
part of some real estate mortgage in-

wade amen nt largely in excess of the bond 


An.amount “largely in excess of the 
bond issue” might be true and yet not 
mean that it afforded a sufficient margin 
of safety. For example, $1,100,000 would 
be largely in excess of a million dollar 
issue, but it would be far from providing 
an adequate margin of safety. 

We can see no reason for the failure of 
any bond house to state the value of the 
property securing their bonds.’ If this 
value is sufficient to provide an ample 
margin of safety they should be giad to 
give it. If it is not, they should not be

46,000 Have Radios. 


| Illinois farmers are particularly in- 
terested in the development of the 
radio. The farmers of this state own 
more receiving sets than those of any 
other state in the Union, according to 
the Illinois Agricultural association. 

In a survey made last September it 
was found that Illinois farmers have 
over 46,000 radios, which means that 
20 per cent of the farms are s0 
equipped. In other words, two out of 
every ten farmers in Illinois own ra- 
dios. This is an increase of appraxi- 
‘mately 130 per cent since February, 
1925, when a survey condug¢ted by the 
Illinois Agricultural association 
showed that Illinois farmers in 40 
counties owned 20,067 receiving sets. 
A survey made the previous year in- 
dicated there were then 9,733 radios 
on farms in this state. 

Useful to Farmers. 

For the entire United States there 
are more than 550,000 farms equipped 
with radios, compared to 365,000 a 
year ago and 145,000 in 1923. New 
York and'lowa each has 39,000 farm 
radios and other states trail along, 
scaling down to 200 for Delaware. 

“Farmers are finding the radio an 
important assistance in both their field 
and marketing work,” the association

ture demand for a “ radio language.” 

Although articles on the subject 
have appeared in various parts of Eu- 
rope recently, interest in the question 
has probably aroused the livest discus- 
sion in England. An animated debate 
has been going On for some time in the 
British wireless press—which is a little 
newspaper world by itself — where 
radio experts and writers are compet- 
ing to “ solve” the problem, on paper, 


at least. 
Over 1,000 Stations. 


The imminent importance of the 
matter can be appreciated when it is 
realized that radio stations already 
number above a thousand in the world. 
Nearly every month brings word of 
the erection of a number of new sta- 
tions. Thus the loss through linguis- 
tic difficulties is already something of 
a factor. It is estimated that nearly 
$0 per cent of the nightly audience of 
the Daventry station does not speak 
English. 

As a result, the various points or 
lack of them of the current European 
languages are receiving a thorough 
airing in radio land. English, French, 
and German, of course, have the 
strongest claim to preference and have 
become the nucleii around which de- 
bate is centering in the school which 
favors adoption of one of the spoken 
tongues as an international medium. 


English Hard to Learn. 


Of these, English seems to lay the 
largest claim to individual sway, but 
experts agree that it has very grave 
handicaps from the point of view of a 
foreigner trying to master it. Its pro- 
nunciation is extremely difficult for the 
foreign tongue, its spelling has become 
so remote from the actual sounds, its 
grammar is so irregular, and so many 
of its words are so richly endowed with 
multiple’meanings. The word “ fine” 
is said to have some fourteen different 
connotations. 

Advocates of a manufactured lan- 
guage are divided among those who 
urge Espiranto and those who advance 
one of the various other fabricated 
idioms. One of the most interesting 
of the latter is “Ido,” a “language” 
which is based on the grammar and 
“roots” of many spoken tongues. It |{

Where to Begin Practicing. 

Most young women who know littl> 
about foods and cookery want to begin 
to learn how to fix up fine salads or 
how to make cake or candies. Some of 
them want only to learn how to make 
candies so that they can give to friends 
a box of sweets now and then, some. 
thing unusual perhaps, and quite dif | 
ferent from anything that the friend 
can buy. And they would like in par 
ticular to have the cooking editor give 
them a recipe that has never been usei 
on land or 82a. one that may be just 
theirs,’ not realizing that there are but 
few things under the sun that are ab- 
solutely new. although every cook by 
adding her own skill or idea to som 
old thing can make it seem different. 
while the cooking editor’s first obliga 
tion is to her public as a whole rather 
to some single person. 

Coffee-Cocoa Creams. 

It is difficu't to 200k sugar until you 
learn how, and you cannot learn how 
in a minute. otherwise you would not 
hear of old cooks getting jellies that 
will not “jell.” and young cooks get- 
ting fudges that are rocks, instead of 
creams that are as smooth as velvet. 
The following recipe was picked up 
and tested out for no other reason 
than to give to those who would like 
to make candy—a pleasant, creamy 
candy—without having to buy a ther- 
mometer or to learn to use it exact- 
ly. something that would be satisfac 
tory for party service and something 
also that any one, after making it a 
few times, cquld see ways of varying. 
The following portions will make 
enough for two dozen patties or creams 
of the ordinary size: 

One-fourth cup of strong coffee, one 
tablespoon. of butter, two and one-half 
tablespoons of cocoa, one-half cup of 
finely chopped walnuts—you can have 
them coarsely or finely cut to your 
taste—two cups of confectioner’s 
sugar, a little vanilla or about one- 
fourth teaspoon. Melt the butter and 
cocoa in the hot coffee, and add the 
nuts to the mixture before working ip 
the sugar. Make into balls and flatten 
these with a heavy knife into round 
patties, on each of which you ° may 
place a piece of nut meat. 

Cake with Variations. 


The general recipe was headed cup| 


cake, and the number of variations 
was nine. « Here is the foundation as 
she printed it, being just what you 
will find tn no end of cook books: One 
cup sugar, one-half cup butter, two 
eggs, one cup milk, two cups flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, one 
teaspoon salt. It is not less a 
cup cake if we choose to use only 
one-thind cup of butter, as so many 
of us do, one-half cup of milk, and 
about *one and a half cups of flour. 
This is what | use when I want to 
add one cup of fruit and nuts to it 
to make what I call a white fruit 
cake, . But here are the variations 
of the Queen Esther book: 

1. White Cake.—Omit yolks of eggs 
in preceding recipe. Flavor with al- 
mond or vanilla. 

2. Gold Cake.—Omit white of eggs 
Fiavor with lemon or orange. 

8. Christmas Cake.—-Add to the 
white cake recipe, one-haif cup of co 
coanut, oneha*% «ap shredded al. 
monds. one-fourti. pound sliced citron. 
one-fourth pound thinly sliced figs. 
Bake slowly. Of course, you can add 
about anal you choose within reason. 
It will always take a cup of well 
floured fruit and nuts. 

4. Nut ‘ont Chon one cup nut 
meats and add to the cup cake recipe. 

5. Crazy Cake.—Divide white cake 
dough into three parts. Color one: 
third pink with red sugar or coloring, 
one-third brown with chocolate or 
spices, one-third remaining white. 
Flavor each color differently and bake 
like marble cake. 

6. Chocolate Loaf.—Add to the cup 
one-half cup grated chocolate dissolved 
ina very little hot water. Flavor with 


grates chocolate. It is a mu€@sy and 
wasteful task while simply melting. it 
is easy and need not be wasteful. 
though again it may be. 

7, Marble Cake.--Make both the gold 
and the white cake. Color the cold 
very rk with either chocolate or 
spices. Bake im layers forming a rib.

8. Yellow Watermelon Cake.—Stir 
up the yellow cuke and the white cake. 
Put raisins in the yellow part. Arrange 
in the pan with the white on bottom 
and around the sides, leaving the vel. 
low in center. Put the white on top 
aiso. lee with boiled icing colored 
green with juice of pounded spinach 

9. Sweet Pea Cake.—Make a marble 
cake of white and very detictate pink 
by using pink sugar. Ice with pink 
icing and sprinkle with grated cocoa. 
nut.

Beauty is not going to be a matter 
ef one’s dress matching one’s complex- 
fon. Women of the future will have 
to display. both educated intellect and 
character. “Prettiness” will be a 
drug on the market and probably well 
under control of the “appearance sur- 
geon.” 

Frills Must Go. 

Already Prof. Low sees in women 
who are beginning to work with their 
minds the departure from frills, both 
visible and invisib’*e. 

“When women of the future,” he 
says, “ pay less attention to dress and 
more to the facts of life they can then 
hope to become educated. When they 
adopt useful attire and think less about 
skin lotions they will progress.” 

In the scientist's opinion, it is certain 
that women of the future will adopt 
trousers, not only for occasional. con- 
venience but also for everyday wear. 

This prophecy is based on the in- 
creasing tendéncy to adopt trousers, a 
tendency that had its beginning in the 
last century. Fifty years ago the sight 
of a woman in trousers would have 


shocked everybody, Prof. Low observes.

“In the past it was considered indeli- 
cate to admit the physical.fact that 
women possessed legs,’’ says the scien- 
tist. “But now this tradition is no 
more and everybody is ready to admit 
women have two legs, there is no in- 
herent reason why they should not 
wear breeches.” ° 

Attraction by brain rather than by 
Physically suggested concealment is 
woman’s future mission.

Wherein Critic Is 


Named Godfather 


By Edward Moore. 


HILE there may be perfectly sincere folk who doubt 
a music critic's enjoyment of any music whatsoever, 
I have brought upon myself the disquieting rdéle of 
godfather to a symphony through just my love for 
tunes. My responsibility is the more-disconcerting because 
that vicarious progeny of mine is about to be set in the spot- 
light this coming Friday and Satur- 
day at the Chicago Symphony or- 
chestra concerts. With haste you 
are to be assured that I have not 
made this roystering child’s ac- 
quaintance; we go together to find 
out the color of its hair and the 
timbre of its yell. 
If there is any blame thereafter, 


whose pen has produced this latest 
aural disturbance. We argued 
about the timeliness (this was 

‘ about four years ago) of a symphon- 
ic work based on purely American 
tunes: I had the “ lonesome tunes” 
Eis from Kentucky in mind when I

and from the faded popular ballads of nearly a generation ago. 
What the result is even the composer doesn’t seem to know. 
For though he conducted a performance last June in Philadel- 
phia, he says he’d like to hear it himself. Parenthetically, if 
this isn’t a good commentary on both tribes, composers and 


conductors, I beg enlightenment! 

When I asked the composer why the “ After Walt Whit- 
man” title of his symphony, he returned a highly diverting, 
though barely plausible, explanation. “ Whitman,” he said, 
‘was the first American poet to ‘ get’ the raw material of our 
distinctive culture,” and he went on from that postulate to 
explain that Whitman loved to sing the cabaret songs of the 
day Gif his own poems are to be believed), that he saw beauty 
even in a New York ferry boat and in a Kentucky cornfield. 
Therefore, he took quotations from various poems as captions 
to the three movements of his symphony. “I sound my bar- 
baric yawp,” for example, he felt to be pertinent to a “ sonata 
form” movement which had for its chief tune the venerable 
“Grizzly Bear,” a melody which came from the “ Barbary 
Coast’? some years ago in a musical show, “ A Modern Eve.” 
Its complement, by the way, is a classic from the horsehair 
furniture era, ‘‘ The Honeysuckle and the Bee,” of which the 
composer says *It’s a swell tune, even yet!” But why this 
justifies any “Walt Whitman ” in the title I don’t see: for the 
composer says quite frankly that the score was half completed 
before he thought of Walt Whitman, and there is no “story” 
to the music at all. 

The “slow ” movement is based upon what I had tn mind, 
however: the four tunes he used are “John Riley,” from 
McCoffin county; “ The Hangman’s Son,” from Harlan county: 
“Little Sparrow,” from Knott county; and “Frog Went 
a-Courtin’;” from Estill county. All four, by the way, he 
found tn the Wyman-Brockway collection. 

The last movement has a fox trot rhythm and tune for its 
basis—it is a “ rondo” in form, and therefore quite sanctified 
as to its symphonic qualifications—and quotes Kern’s “ Rag- 
getty Ann,” Donaldson's “ Swanee Butterfty,” and “®y the 
Sizemore-Shay, a few bars in each case. . 

About this movement, and portions of the first, the com- 
poser complains bitterty. “They call ft a ‘jazz’ symphony, 
because there is popular music with syncopation in ft. It 
isn’t ‘jazz,’ for I can’t write that stuff any better than Irving 
Berlin would write a Palestrina motette. Syncopation is no 
lowbrow affair, anyway—witness the finale of the second sym- 
phony by Tschaikowski, the theme of which came from less 
respectable origins than the ‘ Grizzly Bear.’ The point is that 
syncopation (he means an established cross rhythm, I sup 
pose) is the one musical ingredient these popular-song 
smithies have appropriated: melody they have little; their har- 
mony would not have annoyed old Ebenezer Prout very much. 
So I object to this title, ‘a jam symphony.’ ” 

* * 
Defining Folk Music. * 

Possibly I may be able to clarify his protest and reduce it 
to comprehensible English. My suggestion of a work of this 
sort grew from the desire to hear a score based on purely 
American folk song. Obviously, beautiful as they are, the 
Negro tunes are not American, for they are a racial pecul- 
farity. The same observation applies to the Indian literature, 
with less intrinsic value in the tunes. What, then, constitutes 
a folk song? There are two essentials, it seems to me: one 
is, logically, a wide popularity; the other is music which 
comes not from the studios of the “ highbrow” composers but 
from the writers who think as the vast majority thinks, sing 
as the majority sings, dance as the majority — This, I 
would call “ folk music,” folk expression. 

“ Jazz,” on the other hand, is merely the vogue of the 
moment, a lineal descendant of “ ragtime,” which, in its turn, 
supplanted the era of Sousa marches, imitation Negro topical 
songs, and so on back into the mists of civil war sentimental 
ditties. Hence, I agree with Mr. DeLamarter that his sym- 
phony is not necessarily “ jazz,” even though there may be a 
fox trot in it; and, further, I agree that he has taken seriously 
and treated seriously true types of American “folk music.” 
That it is “folk musie” I will maintain against all comers. 


Of course, it differs from Russian folk music: so does an | 


American differ from a soviet celebrity. Of course, it differs 
from a Neapolitan street ballad: spaghetti differs from buck- 
wheat cakes. result will be interesting to hear, for the 
composer main stoutly, with tears in his voice, that it is 
a symphony “ for fun.”

ANOTHER SUCCESS

EW YORE.—[Special Correspondence.}—The singing | 
actors from Raissia,scored the first hit of their engage- 
ment this week with “ Carmencita and the Soldier,” a 
synthetic theater version of “Carmen” in which the 
Merimée story is stripped of its operatic decorations.
